Tokyo, Dec. 2. 

General MacArthur Jomned in the 
gloomy chorus about the lumping 
Japanese production with the re-

{fons thnt rayon pulp production 
skidded from 640 tons in September 
to 170 tons in October, , 

The report by SCAP's forestry 
division of the natural "resources 
section and the textile division of 
the cconomic and scientific section 
echoed the recent predictions by 
Allied .informants and Japanese 
officiais that the natlon faces an 
economic crisis next spring, unless 
production increased. 

Premler Yoshida told the Diet last 
week that the country’s economy was 
threatened by halting preduction. An 
Associated Press survey of stocks of 
some raw materials‘on hund and the 
speed they are being consumed in- 
dicated that the critical point might 
be reached in spring. 

Shortages of chlorine, caustic soda 
and coal caused “drastic curtailment” 
during October of rayon pulp pro- 
duction, according tothe report. It 
noted that filament yarn and spun 
rayon production irerenased, but not 
up to expectations, because of lack 
of electric power and raw materials. 

At the end of October, Japanese 
rayon milis had on hand only a 
ten-day supply of caustic soda, 15- 
day supply of coal, one month supply 
of pulp, says the report. 

The rayon industry is second only 
to paper manufacturing in demands 
on Jupanese wood pulp output, which 
fell off sharply when Japan lost 
Karifuto io Russia at the end of 
“the war. In°1937, some 925,000 short 
tans of pulp were produced on Kara- 
futo, north of Holskaldo, and at pre- 
sent Sovict domimated—Associated 
Press.
